The case before this Court is for breach of a telephone conkact brought by 

Brandenburg Telephone Company against Ilissa Stauffer and David Stauffer. The 

Defendants moved the Court to dismiss this case for numerous reasons, none of which the 

Court finds meritorious and hereby overrules. 

Although nissa Stauffer has been determined to be disabled by the Social Security 

Administration, having a social anxiety type disorder, it does not interfere with her 

intellectual hnctioning, and the Court cansidered that delicacy in her disposition and made 

accommodations for her during our hearing. 

The Plaintif€'s complaint before the Court against Essa Stauffer and David Stauffer 

is for account number 270-496-4992. Both Tlissa and David are signatories on the contract 

account domrnent. Brandenburg Telephone Company proved their case by a 

preponderance of the evidence that Ilissa and David Stauffer, jointly and severally, owe the 

sum of $228.37 to Brandenburg Telephone Company for past due service on that account. 

The complaint filed by Thomas Stauffer with the Public Service Commission i s  for 

telephone number 270-496-4836, not the account number that is the subject matter of this 

adoa Further, even though Thomas Stat&er 'nas moved the lpublic Service Commission 



to join Ilissa and David Stauffer as parties to the complaint, it does not change the subject 

matter of this action. This account, 270-496-4992, and the delinquency thereon is ody 

ancillary to the matter before the Public Service Commission. As such, the Court finds no 

prohibition in ruling. 

The Plaintiffis awarded the m of $228.37, plus interest at the legal rate against 

Ussa Stauffiz and David Stader, jointly and severally, with court costs in the amount of 

$1 11-00.
